A source advised on March 24, 1967, that he attended 
a showing of the film, "Sons and Daughters" held on March 9, 
1967, at 379 Bay Street, San Francisco, California, the 
offices of American Documentary Films, Incorporated. 


Source advised that the film was supposed to be 
in support of the Vietnam Day Committee (VDC) and similar 
organizations which were active in the past in Berkeley, 
California, and draws parallels to United States action in 
Vietnam with that of Hitler in Europe and Russia in Hungary. 
The film lasts for two hours and excerpts taken from speeches 
made by members of VDC committees were played while newsfilm 
taken by United Press International was showing the action 
in Vietnam.

The newsfilm footage which the producers chose to 
include would have the viewer believe that United States 
troops take South Vietnamese civilians from their homes, burn 
the homes and sometimes kill the people, just to prevent the 
Communists from making them Communists. One statement the 
movie made was "The U.S. people would rather see the South 
Vietnamese people dead than Red." It was brought out that 
the crimes the Nazis committed to Jews in Europe, and the 
action brought against them as war criminals would be the 
same action brought against U.S. soldiers and their super- 
iors in Vietnam. It showed U.S. planes shooting rockets at 
houses, supposedly civilian, with no explanation as to why 
they were bombing. It showed, almost always, civilians 
who were injured. Not once did the film reveal any U.S. 
Soldiers being attacked or shot at. At one time they showed 
a person (again, supposedly civilian) being kicked and hit 
with a rifle butt by a person shown only by the knees down, 
dressed in camouflage trousers. The film claimed it was a 
U.S. soldier torturing a Vietnamese. The Viet Cong were 
mentioned, but only by a supposed Buddhist monk who did no 
more than explain that the words Viet Cong meant "Men 
with Ideas". No mention was made of their activity or aims 
in Vietnam. Later in the film, it showed U.S. Army training 
in Fort Ord. How we made killers out of young men, shaved 
all their hair and destroyed their individuality. All of 
the Vietnam war footage was slanted to show the killing, 
torture, bombing, strafing and dropping of napalm but only 
in connection with the injury to civilians, usually old men, 
women and children. 


The producers of the film are seeking aid in any 
form to distribute the film throughout the world. They want 
to translate it into Spanish and distribute it to Latin 
America. 


At the end of the film, each person who attended 
was asked to sign a sheet of paper and was given an envelope 
with a piece of paper which asked:

product belonged to the public, and should not be 
used for private gain. So American Documentary Films

A source advised in May, 1965, that the VDC was founded in 
May, 1965, to organize the May 21- 224 1965, community "teach-in" on 
the University. of California, Berkeley, California (UCB) campus. 


Public literature distributed by the VDC reveals that the 
purpose of the VDC is to mold public opinion to force withdrawal of 
the United States from Vietnam, and to utilize dramatic, large-scale 
demonstrations in increasing public alarm about the Vietnam war. 


A second source advised on June 24, 1966, that at a meeting 
‘of the San Francisco Branch of the Socialist Workers Party (SWP) in 
San Francisco, California, on June 22, 1966, KIPP DAWSON, whom source 
identified as a member of the Branch, commented, among other things, 
that ‘with our help” the VDC was finally recognized as a political 
power and was under “our control.” 


The SWP has been designated by the 
Attorney General of the United States 
pursuant to Executive Order 10450. 


During the period from August 18, 1866 to October 7, 1966, the 
VDC was publicly announced as having been expelled from the UCB as 
` a recognized on-campus organization. 


‚ А third source advised on September 29, 1966, that PETE CAMEJO 
was the chief spokesman for the VDC in its attempts for reinstate- 
ment аз'а recognized UCB on-campus organization. Following the re- 
instatement of the VDC in October, 1966, CAMEJO decided to disband 
the Campus Chapter of the United Committee Against. Yar (UCAW), which 
he had organized to replace the VDC on the UCB campus when it was 
expelled. The UCAW Chapter was disbanded and the VDC subsequently 
became an "affiliate" of UCAW.

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The newsfilm footage which the producers chose to 
include would have the viewer believe that United States 
troops take South Vietnamese civilians from their homes, burn 
the homes and sometimes kill the people, just to prevent the 
Communists from making them Communists. One statement the 
movie made was "The U.S. people would rather see the South 
Vietnamese people dead than Red." It was brought out that 
the crimes the Nazis committed to Jews in Europe, and the 
action brought against them as war criminals would be the same 
action brought against U.S. soldiers and their superiors in 
‘Vietnam. It showed U.S. planes shooting rockets at houses, 
supposedly civilian, with no explanation as to why they were 
bombing. It showed, almost always, civilizns who were injured. 
Not once did the film reveal any U.S. soldiers being attacked 
or shot at. At one time they showed a person (again, supposedly . 
civilian) being kicked and hit with a rifle butt by a person 
shown only by the knees down, dressed in camouflage trousers. 
The film claimed it was a U.S. soldier torturing a Vietnamese. 
The Viet Cong were mentioned, but only by з supposed Buddhist 
monk who did no more than explain that the words Viet Cong 
meant "Men with Ideas". No mention was made of their activity' 
or aims in Vietnam. Later in the film, it showed U.S. Army 
training in Fort Ord. How we made killers out of young men, 
shaved all their hair and destroyed their individuality. А11 
of the Vietnam war footage was slanted to show the killing, 
torture, bombing strafing and dropping of napalm but only in 
connection with the injury to civilians, usually old men, 
women and children, SF T-2 related. 


The producers of the film are seeking aid in any 
form to distribute the film throughout the world. They want 
to translate it into Spanish and distribute it to Latin 
America, the source reported.

peaceful transition to socialism. The delegates were told that it 
would be reasonable to assume that the young socialists attracted 
into this new organization would eventually pass into the CP 
itself. 


A second source has advised that the founding convention 
for the new youth organization was held from June 19-21, 1964, 
at 150 Golden Gate Avenue, San Francisco, California, at which 
time the name W.E.B.DuBois Clubs of America (DCA) was adopted. 
Approximately 500 delegates from throughout the United States 
attended this convention. 


The second source advised in September, 1966, that MIKE 
ZAGARELL, CPUSA Youth Director, stated that in Negro communities 
the Party still supported the plan to build "left" socialist 
centers and to solidify the Party base through the DCA. This

Social progress in the U.S. today will only come as the 
result of irresistible pressure for change from millions of 
citizens.

A CORPORATION 


American Documentary Films has been legally chartered 
by the State of California as a non-profit corporation. The 
Corporate structure imposes certain rigidities upon its of- 
ficers but at the samé time is the most favorable form of 
organization, under the present system, for purposes of 
growth and autonomy. Тһе power of the law, the prestige 
of public education and the thrust of the economy all com-. 
bine to preserve the viability of corporate organization. The 
non-profit character of ADF underscores our emphasis on 
mass education through the creation of socially significant 
films. Moreover, the corporation's non-profit status pro- 
vides for a favorable tax position from which to secure the 
necessary funds to support independent film production. 


PRODUCING AND DISTRIBUTING 


The prohibitive expense of film production demands the 
earliest return of this capital outlay to the film maker in 
order for new production to continue. But commercial dis- 
tribution is designed to absorb film income. To avoid the 
commerical distribution trap, the key to our program is 
the creation and strict control of an independent distribu- 
tion apparatus with the simple aims of getting our films 


to the public and receiving in return enough income to 


continue production. 


FOUNDED BY FILM ARTISTS 


We are artists who are responsible to the future as well as 
the past. We wish to exercise our art freely, to document 
the profound social changes and political movements that 
haunt modern life, without sacrificing art and honesty to 
the demands of the quick sale and volume turnover. Recog- 
nizing that our struggle for artistic independence is a 
struggle for financial independence we have created Ameri- 
can Documentary Films to support the film maker by 


providing organization — the defensive framework that: 


makes creativity possible in a competitive economy by no 
means dedicated to the progress of enlightenment. 


HISTORY 


Independent film production had virtually disappeared over 
the last 40 years. Film art was gradually taken out of the 
hands of the artists who created it and transformed by

machine organized expressly to do business; the artist 
existed for the organization-and not vice versa. As a result 


the potential of film medium as a mass art for зо 
understanding degenerated into a mass narcotic manipu-) 


lated for private gain, and any individual with fewer mil- 
lions than Howard Hughes no longer even thought_o 
making filnis. 


In addition to the huge capitalization requirements created 
by the giant studio corporations, independent film produc- 
tion was checkmated by the monopolization of the entire 
distribution apparatus. Even if a film were independently 
financed and produced, there was no way for it to be 
seen by the vast audience necessary to repay the costs 
of production, because the “majors” owned the theater 
chains in the cities and controlled the private theaters 
elsewhere through “block booking”. 


The key to the old Hollywood monopoly power was the 
corporate structure which is accorded preference over all 


other forms of organization under the law, combined with 


massive financial leverage and strict control over the 
processes of both production and distribution. This power 


has since been weakened by the impact of television, Бу. 


significant anti-trust suits against block booking and other 
practices, and by court decisions on censorship and free 
speech. Still far from losing its dominance over the U.S. 
film "market", the majors have thus been forced to witness 


‘the emergencé of foreign and independent production and 


distribution of features, documentary and art films. 


DocUMENTARY FILM 


Ín periods of social stability there is a common tendency 
to pursue personal or family fortune without questioning 
the terms by which they are defined. But times of deep 
social change act as incubators of new ideas and new social 
groupings as their effects touch the lives of more and more 
individuals. In such periods reality becomes fashionable 
once more while people seek out the direction and impli- 
cations of, the great changes taking place around them. 
Change fosters an attitude of inquiry. Today this attitude 
finds form in the documentary film, an art always subject 
to attack because óf its social power. 


Documentary film art is young in the U.S. In the 1930's, 
under the impact of the Depression, people were forced 
by painful reality into a fresh awareness of society and 
history. This opened the way for a new kind of pictorial 
journalism, THE MARCH OF TIME. 


From this simple beginning in 1934, documentary film de- 
veloped — through THE PLOW THAT BROKE THE PLAINS 
and THE RIVER — into that blend of factual observation 
and dramatic construction which became its characteristic 
form. It attracted nationwide attention but could not find 
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sponsorshi 
the Hollyw majors. It was thus forced to obtain finance 
from government, business or educational institutions — 
and accept the limitations of purpose which such sponsor- 
ship imposes:

New Deal radicalism — and Education, fearful that reality 
in art threatened the budget, refused then as they do now 
to finance full-scale film production. And so documentary 
films in the U.S. floundered into the war years because 
the little group of enthusiasts who constituted the "move- 
ment" lacked the salesmanship and organizational ability 
required for survival in a competitive economy dominated 
by giant corporations. 


But the pressure for national unity and military-industrial 
expertise demanded by World War JI demonstrated that 
print is no match for film in the dissemination of ideas and 
emotions. The result was renewed and widespread gov- 
ernment sponsorship of documentaries for training and 
propaganda. 


Here the art flourished, culminating in ARMY NAVY 
SCREEN MAGAZINE, a servicemen’s newsreel which 
achieved poetic and dramatic as well as ideological power. 
According to Richard Griffith, “... it represented one 
of the furthest points to which the drive to “emotionalize 
facts and rationalize emotions’ has been developed — a 
development which has abruptly ceased." . 

With victory the great need for unity of purpose dissolved, 
and in the post-war period documentary art was no longer 
useful to the cold war and the military ethic. What little 
film production remained under government sponsorship 
necessarily demanded a fealty at cross-purposes to its in- 
dependent growth. Yet the lack of independent film art 
greatly exacerbates the post-war period of deepening crisis. 


Despite the proliferation of electronic mass media, thought- 
ful citizens agree there is mortal crisis in social communica- 
ton. There is much talk of gaps: the generation gap, the 
income gap, the culture gap, the racial gap, the credibility 
gap. Clearly a means of communication must be found to 
bridge these divisions in society. We must reach the mil- 
lions of people alienated by them, and only film can do it. 
But Hollywood has succeeded in selling only fantasy. Tele- 
vision is also busily selling products and wouldn’t care 
to offend its sponsors. Even educational television is fin- 
ancially dependent on political sponsorship and as a result 
its offerings are uncontroversial, irrelevant and uneduca- 
tional. This is another reason why we founded American 
Documentary Films. i ~ 


Wo- GETS THE MONEY? 

Unlike the poet who needs only a pencil and a fairly clean 
surface to practice his art, the film artist requires precision 
instruments at each step in the process. The initial capital 


outlay is enormous for cameras, lenses, lights, sound ге- 
cording equipment, microphones, synchronizers, А 


control panels, thousands of feet of film and film process? әлек, 


ing equipment. The question of who benefits from thé 
income returned on this outlay underscores the vital role 
of distribution in the film making process. 


Under the prevailing practise of commercial distribution, 
the small independent producer owns only the title and 
the debt incurred in the film production. The income from 
the film's earnings goes to an alien corporation in control 
of distribution, with a percentage of net after expenses 
going to the producer. 


It may be only coincidence, but the record clearly indicates 
that distribution expense substantially equals earnings over 
the years. 


This has meant, first of all, that the small film maker 
was never paid for what he had created; he was forced to 
the wall only to be replaced by another small film maker 
who shared the same fate. Secondly, this alienated form 
of distribution resulted essentially in only two forms of 
théatrical fiim making in the U.S. One is the multi-million 
dollar studio production aimed at the least common de- 
nominator in an undifferentiated mass audience, and the 
other is the low-budget “avant garde” film in 8mm or 
16mm keyed to a miniscule audience from the art colony. 
Between these two extremes waits the rest of the American 
audience for films evoking insight into the drama of their 
own lives, with whom neither of the two extremes com- 
municate. Thus present commercial distribution has cregted 
a dilemma between making films for millions or making 
films for nothing. 


'To avoid being impaled upon these alternatives, the first 
step is to guarantee that the film maker retains control of 
his work. In the last two years several film makers have 
taken this step, evolving an "independent film makers' 
price policy" with the following essentials: 


a) the film maker controls distribution; 

b) a relatively high minimum is charged for rental; 
and 

C) a percentage of the gate Е from attendance 
returns directly to the producer. 


It is true, of course, that these three tenets of independent 
distribution run directly counter to prevailing distribution 
procedures. But if we are serious about the need for an 
independent challenge to controlled mass information, we 
must be serious about the survival of the independent film- 
maker and the growth of documentary film art. We must 
face the fact that there is no other Way d to assure both 
artistic and financial independence.

with commercial distribution monopoly explain why fea- 
ture length films are always behind the times in terms of 
the culture they reflect. They are always “safe” and are 
always built-around an imaginary theme that hopes to per- 

amr two impüjsible tasks — to offend no one, and at 
ame time attract everyone. 


' The widespread myth in the film maiar that a motion . 


picture can be made which everyone will want to see has 
corrupted the entire approach ‘to production and distribu- 
tion. The result has been an absurd and pitiful reliance by 
commercial film makers upon fantasy, sex, violence and 
the grotesque. But a non-profit documentary group can 


“afford” to treat human reality, to reflect social change, - 


to be quickly flexible without being concerned’ to make 
films that please everyone. It can be alive to the changing 
times and the social pulse of the nation. It operates öp the 
principle that every film it produces must have something 
to say to an audience within reach of its message: 


Feature films thus become possible concerning tlie sharpest 
conflicts in the society. The most “controversial” subjects 
arise from conditions affecting the vital interests of the 
people as a whole, even though they may become visible. 
only in one or another sub-stratum of society: Placed in 


.& human context, controversy becomes drama. The deeper 


the effort to explore reality for the roots of controversy, 
the more personal the drama becomes as the camera re- 
veals people struggling in the web of historic conflict. 
Here is the broadest basis for audience identification, the 
universally human. 


Contrary to popular BIGE very few indépendently 
produced films have been able to recoup the investment 
for the original producers. This condition, existing for 30 
years, has undergone a dramatic and revolutionary change 
in the past 5 years. It is now highly probable that any 
competent and sensitively made film will return its cost 
and earn some net profit for the producers, if the dig- 
tribution is aimed at the new special market жы has 
recently developed. ف‎

THE NEW AUDIENCE í | | 

This market is initially based around the university, college 
and academic communities. A market, numbering well 
over ten million film goers, it includes not only the stu- 
dents, but their families and the communities adjacent to 
academic centers. It is primarily а 16mm market, aug- 
mented by churches, social and political organizations, as 
well as the many hundreds of film societies. All campusés 
and most of the other organizations have excellent pro-

We live in a new time. People are organizing themselves 
and are in motion. Not even the massive questioning and 
social upheaval of the 1930's compares to the demand for 
a new life now sweeping across these United States. This ` 
demand represents a growing audience for new films, 
films that speak of reality ànd social change, presented 
directly to people within the context of their primary local 
organizations. 


CONCLUSION 


There has been a revolution in 16mm film making, and the 
implications for the producer are clear: for the first time 
in U.S. history a film can be made with the assurance of 
at least recovering the original investment. For those films 
with particularly contemporary significance the earnings 
may become extraordinary. | ; :
